Homes First and Last 


School life must supplement, 
place, family life.

Family groups foster confidence 
and security both young and old. And 
may who are not musicians, state that 
there need songs home and mother, 
songs the homely things life made 
beautiful love and devotion, songs 
honor, bravery, gratitude? Home life 
can made happy and holy music; 
lives dulled and hardened can made 
glow through song. cannot afford 
waste lose anything which will con- 
tribute the fine art living. 


Crafts the Home 


Supervisors prove themselves true edu- 
cators when they recommend the teaching 
the crafts. Handicrafts have served the 
call social needs all through the ages; 
they stimulate the imagination, and de- 
velop creative ability. Self-respect increases 
the craftsman finds himself herself 
able add the home something util- 
ity beauty. Our people are handless 
people; pocket placing and holding things 
seem the only known uses for hands. Yet 
all around are hands potentially crea- 
tive, hands which can bring joy and happi- 
ness and occupation; hands which may 
serve beauty and

Safeguarding Our Teaching 


Because want our work bear fruit 
the home, must our guard 
safeguard the integrity our teaching. 
Catholic education one, Catholicity 
one. Religion must thoroughly in- 
tegrated with the work the classroom 
become permanent leaven, operating 
through the lives the children our 
care. But religion does not function 
leaven admit into our schools text- 
books and other informational material 
which vitiate, and sometimes destroy, the 
very lesson have just taught our re- 
ligion classes. Textbooks and the other 
tools learning are obviously the care 
the supervjsor. Let consider one glaring 
example lack synthesis, common 
enough challenge us. Some the science 
books which invade our schools are metic- 
ulously definite convincing the child 
that bread comes from the bakery, fruit 
from the market, milk from the dairy, 
cream from the separator. This poor, in- 
adequate, unsatisfying teaching for the 
child who his religion class trained 
pray before partakes his bread, fruit, 
and milk: “Bless us, Lord, and these 
Thy Religion does not in- 
tegrate the whole life the child his 
science books and nature-study books ig- 
nore neglect the Giver all good gifts. 
Animalism not mean fondness for, 
nor study animals) supplies the con- 
tent too many readers and storybooks. 
Stories which the animal outwits the 
human are not good proofs that man the 
most excellent all God’s creatures 
earth; nor science books which imply 
that the relationship the same for 
animals and men. materialistic explana- 
tion man’s superiority over animals will 
not help convince the young student 
his own dignity human being, child 
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God. Civics books which make the state 
(should say, the political party 
power?) the be-all and the end-all 


human happiness, will not make the stu- 


dent content with what God has given him, 
nor will such texts help the pupil de- 
velop his environment, making better 
his own contribution. democracy rises 
falls according the moral integrity its 
people; moral integrity depends the 
recognized dignity the person; and that 
dignity least fostered state paternal- 
ism. are not integrating religion when 
admit our classes histories from the 
pens those who have not read who 
ignore the Book Genesis, who skillfully 
neglect the realities Christianity, who 
weave fiction into fact, and who make the 
natural and the supernatural contradictory 
terms. not imply that these books are 
diocesan lists. are insisting that 
the business supervision see that 
books which negative the integrity our 
teaching receive proper evaluation, yes, 
some cases, condemnation. 
excellent products our Catholic scholar- 
ship. Here the best way safeguard the 
integrity our teaching. Supervisors have 
excellent opportunity encourage tal- 
ented teachers use their talents for the 
enrichment Catholic education. Teach- 
ers have right look the supervisor 
for guidance and service their cultural 
and professional growth.

Knowledge and Will Greek

That not the most practical problem, 
anyway. But there before far more 
useful discussion; namely, the considera- 
tion the relative places knowledge 
and character development education, 
the functions intellect and will, and 
how education should, cultivating these 
faculties, give prominence that which 
deserves the more prominence. But that 
brings the question: Which faculty 
should receive more prominence, any? 
What is, principally, emphasized, 
knowledge virtue? education chiefly 
intellectual moral? There here 
Siegfrid line exactly dividing the field but 
many lines demarcation have been at- 
tempted. the past the different nations 
have, educating themselves, each an- 
swered its peculiar way favoring one 
side the other, depending what end 
they wished achieve. Thus the Athenians 
tried strike mean, for their ideal was 
the harmonious development man the 
so-called humanistic ideal.

Does Christian Education Emphasize 
Mainly Knowledge Will? 


But Christian education, what the 
response the query, whether education 
principally intellectual moral? 
know the answer. The Church forever 
impressing her children, and 
Bishop Spalding could say, 
essentially moral, and the intellectual qual- 
ities themselves which seek develop, 
derive their chief efficacy from underlying 
ethical qualities upon which they rest and 
from which they receive their energy and 
America, seems me, could well give 
full prominence this moral side edu- 
cation especially since has been, and 
being slighted many quarters. Intel- 
lectual subjects and the useful arts are 
good, but best all good character 
with all that that which 
too long treat now. 


Follows Knowledge, But Not 
Determined 


The supernatural force religion 
surely the most important aid the edu- 
cation the will but there are also natural 
means our disposal which would 
unwise neglect. One the best natural 
aids moral development is, seems 
me, the old-fashioned custom thinking, 
trying get the meaning things. 
This may lost sight our maze 
tests and measurements, but once ac- 
quired, won’t lost track the life 
the boy. Call problem solving, 
reflection, meditation, perhaps just 
plain judgment great aid moral 
life. Will follows knowledge, know, 
without, however, being determined 
knowledge. Now seems this qual- 
ity thinking can fostered school. 
Instead aiming only factual knowl- 
edge and memory work which are but 
raw materials— why not recognize the

value Science and 
mathematics particular, are calculated 
develop reflective thought. science 
try figure out the meaning things 
thinking about them. not merely 
catalog facts, but facts furnish bases 
for speculation about the laws the uni- 
verse. Just moral life try figure 
out the meaning things they affect 
our life and live according moral 
laws. Hence there peculiar educative 
value thinking. Science ought pre- 
sented problem solved and the 
pupil should permitted think about 
little before give him the answer. 
Physics well adapted this kind 
treatment, and the other sciences less 
degree, perhaps. 


Memory and Thought 


Professor Quiz has real idea his 
program which raises esteem his 
professorial acumen. After giving series 
questions the contestants which test 
their information, ends with few ques- 
tions that serve try their thinking abil- 
ity, and these questions allows double 
credit, thus giving recognition the abil- 
ity think for oneself. That what 
call valid test. science tests, provision 
should made for testing this thinking 
ability problem-solving ability instead 
giving the laurels memory work. Such 
procedure takes away much the sup- 
posed advantage “cramming” for exams, 
coming prepared with the answers 
written out, resorting the devious 
means which the sore-distressed pupil 
seeks supplement weak memory. 


The Teaching Science 


There are those who teaching science 
give out the subject matter with that air 
finality and assurance which leads the 
pupil suppose that the problems have 
been solved remain unquestioned for- 
evermore. Such teachers are bringing into 
the pedagogy science the same fault 
that the ancients were wont impute 
the Pythagorean philosophers ipse dixit, 
the master said so—to the master’s 
the modern boy might add his 
pert (or maybe pertinent) phrase: 
what? have our gastronomical bill 
fare our pie alamode and believe 
could have our classroom, science ala- 
mode. Science alamode science with 
thought, not memory-gem science, but the 
thoughtful presentation subject which 
has been discovered with immense intel- 
lectual expenditure the great minds 
the race. recall number times when 
pupil, the whole class was set think- 
teacher. They jump it, tear apart, 


up, belligerently speaking. There 


more satisfaction leaving class where 
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you have been made think than where 
you have been served mess un- 
palatable facts burden the memory. 
are suppose high school boys are 
too young think they seem show 
remarkably well when hard pressed for 
excuse for tardiness. 


How Studies Complement Each 
Other 


Shakespeare speaks “the native hue 
resolution sicklied over with the pale 
cast thought,” but was poet speak- 
ing poetically. This pale cast thought 
the fundamental science and puts 
touch with things. Science discovers 
the meaning the universe. course, 
thinking understanding not the whole 
show; there advantage being 
fanatical the point, but singularly 
desirable end attained education. 
have said, there peculiar edu- 
cative value thinking. Man com- 
physical parts the faculties the body, 
and metaphysical spiritual parts the 
faculties the soul. then are 
perfect man education, all these parts 
must developed harmony, and none 
the prejudice the others. Academic 
studies each tend develop certain parts 
man. One study complements the other 
and all are useful full development. 
Science and mathematics, see it, 
should foster the development the un- 
derstanding, just poetry refines our 
feelings and leads concept the 
ideal. Newman has some incisive remarks 
anent this point: 

“History, for example, shows things 
they are, that is, the morals and interests 
men perverted all their imperfections 
folly, passion, and ambition; philos- 
ophy strips the picture too much; poetry 
adorns too much; the concentrated lights 
the three correct the false peculiar color- 
ing each and show the

advantageous for the teacher 
take large view the field knowledge 
and his specialty. This adopt the 
liberal attitude instead the professional 
technical outlook. The one surveys the 
scope education from distance per- 
ceiving the large outlines and the general 
perspective; the other scrutinizes one small 
part the educational terrain. “Like 
short-sighted reader its eye pours closely, 
and travels slowly, over the awful volume 
which lies open.” The liberal student in- 
vestigates the different sciences because 
they help him understand reality, 
because they perfect his mind, whereas the 
technical student, such, pursues his 
studies far they fit him for job. 
Now let not disparage technical train- 
good, worth while, and even 
necessary but not the best. The liberal 
approach the subjects instruction 
better, and better because aims

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more excellent end; namely, the perfect- 
ing man for his own sake; whereas the 
technical professional approach aims 
man not for himself but for job. But, 
you object, either case, man educated 
for himself since even his job provide 
for his own needs. This must grant, 
but with the observation that the needs 
job tends satisfy are material and bodily 
needs: food, clothing, shelter, which are 
certainly necessary but are the less excel- 
lent part life. The needs that liberal 
education tends satisfy are spiritual 
needs, the goods the soul for the per- 
fection the was the Greek 
concept which transform the Chris- 
tian ideal: order reach our super- 
natural end. 


Room for Both Attitudes 


might perhaps seem that put the 
liberal ideal first our attitude toward 
science dilettamtism, dabbling, like 
“cookbook chemistry,” whereas stress 
the technical and engineering ideals makes 
for the greater progress the pupil and 
the greater advance science itself. There 
room, course, for both attitudes simul- 
taneously. But wonder the great con- 
tributions science have not been stimu- 
lated the liberal attitude rather than 
the utilitarian. The great theorists who 
did much promote science must have 
been stimulated the desire explain 
the universe since, matter fact, 
many them could hope for little finan- 
cial gain from their research. Newton, 
Leibnitz, Descartes, Abell, Einstein; can 
not see their work the pursuit 
science order explain the world about 
them, “escape ignorance”? educa- 
tors, may not aiming producing 
scientific genius but should aiming 
educating the boy; therefore our spe- 
education. And the opportunity for con- 
nected thinking, for pondering scien- 
tific problems not the least advantage 
science. 


The Liberal Attitude and Human 
Perfection 

say that the liberal attitude greater 
incentive true education than the utili- 
tarian professional attitude. Water does 
not rise above its level, neither 
cation reach higher than the end you set 
for it. When the pupil, the teacher for 
that matter, thinks terms future 
utility, deprives himself considerable 
momentum and drive. There are many 
valuable factors formal education that 
would not rate very high utilitarian 


standards, and yet the long run are. 


probably more useful than the so-called 
vocational courses. person has the 
intellectual growth enable him ap- 
praise his problems the light prin- 
ciples which has devoted some 
thought, the light similar problems 
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past times; has become accustomed 
weigh things evidence, would say 
that his education much more practical 
than that the boy who has been occu- 
pied with vocational courses, which are 
comparatively little use beyond the field 
their immediate application. For the 


arduous path toward human perfection 
which education aims climbing, there 
needed much reserve power. When the 


difficulties self-activity crop up, the 
utilitarianist says, “Let go, not need 
earning living.” But who edu- 
cating for self-improvement knows that 
has value, that means toward 


end, and accordingly takes his portion 


profits it. the pupils are convinced 


that science good for them because 
disciplines their minds and provokes them 
think, they have higher motive and 
more powerful incentive toward real edu- 
cation. True human development end 
attain which must take the means. 
But who there that enters the way 
unless sets before himself the destina- 
tion reached? The end the begin- 
ning intelligent action. 


Catholic Education Emphasizes 
Liberal Attitude 


“There virtue like consistency,” 
someone has said. teach religion 
help the boys save their souls their 
knowledge and practice the teachings 
Christ. But why teach chemistry, 
physics, biology, mathematics? help 
the student prepare for job? 
service his fellow man? keep him out 
mischief? Yes, suppose, for all these 
reasons, but primarily one would think, 
help further his perfection; enable 
him make better use the faculties 
God has given him; aid him become 
better man and better Christian. 
other words, can integrate all our sub- 
jects toward the same end for religion 
does not despise natural means but uses 
them; grace does not destroy nature but 
elevates it. seems that liberal 
attitude toward education more har- 
mony with the Christian ideal and with 
Catholic thought than the utilitarian 
attitude.

When catechisms are too advanced, too 
difficult, unsupplemented, the intellect can- 
not grasp the meaning and therefore can- 
not influence the will and affections. This 
the extreme case, for there usually was 
some degree understanding. Those 
favor memorization held that, although 
earlier years the understanding the 
catechism statements might 
vague, wholly lacking, greater maturity 
would later give them clarity and force. 
But memorization meaningless materials 
relatively short lived.

The more recent catechisms and religion 
books are being better adapted, the way 
materials and methods, the experi- 
ences and capacity children.

Many in- 
teresting methods and devices for eliciting 
cooperative response from the will and 
affections are provided. great variety 
graded supplementary materials are the 
increase. These may used the hands 
pupils teachers. Likewise general pro- 
fessional aids for teachers, the form 
books, manuals, visual materials, and the 
like, well specialized materials suit 
various occasions and phases the reli- 
gion program are becoming more and more 
numerous. 

All these helps and suggestions are mak- 
ing easily possible for all teachers 
follow the pedagogical principles which 
have always been used the best cate- 
chists the Church. particular, the 
very important principle proceeding 
from the concrete the abstract being 
re-emphasized the religion books 
today. When this procedure followed, 
the first learnings the child are not the 
abstractions the catechism, but rather 
the concrete sources from which they were 
derived; namely, Bible history, Church 
history, and the liturgy. this way 
preparatory basis laid the way 
interesting narrative, rich 
imagery, vivid action, and detail. 

The pupil’s experiences with these 
fundamentals, the way storytelling, 
discussion, answering questions, noting 
examples, making applications life prob- 
lems, and the like, build the meaning 
concepts, and technical and theological 
terms, as.well general vocabulary. 
This background enables him express 
his own words the content the unit 
doctrine being studied. then ready 
for the next step, the learning the ab- 
stract statements the catechism. Thus 
the concrete materials are made prepare 
for, illustrate, and interpenetrate the 
catechetical summary questions and an- 
swers. Examples some possible associa- 
tions are:?

Value Memorization Under 
These Newer Conditions 


The teaching procedure just described 
meeting with general acceptance today, 
but there are differences opinion with 
respect the degree which the 
memorization the learnings should 
carried. The conservative viewpoint over- 
emphasis and the reactionary one over- 
subordination can both found. This 
the usual case transition period. 

Those who are opposed memorization 
are likely think terms what 
meant past decades; namely, exces- 
sive time and labor, and the probability 
for unpleasantness and lack interest 
the part the pupils. the same time, 
they are apt lose sight the fact that 
the newer methods and materials must, 
necessarily, intrinsically lighten the mem- 
ory task, since they were devised in- 
tended counteraction against these iden- 
tical undesirable results the past. 

modern teaching practice, the con- 


crete preparatory work, previously de-, 


scribed, takes care large part the 
burden memorization, for memory 
begins when learning begins. Moreover, 
this accomplished attractive and 
well-motivated way. After these prelimin- 
ary learnings are assimilated, exact mem- 
orization but short distance off and re- 
quires far less drill than formerly. Also the 
drill now applied, not empty words, 
but enriched meanings, which have been 
carefully worked out. 

obvious that the conditions for the 
effective functioning memorization are 
present modern methods. Intellect, emo- 
tions, will all can operate and cooperate. 
view this improved situation, the 
intention the remainder this discus- 
sion uphold exact memorization, but 
this sense: That will looked upon 
possible the ordinary classroom situa- 
tion group teaching, also that will 
applied primarily the core essentials 
the catechism. The degree thoroughness 
used with the remaining content 
must necessarily depend upon the circum- 
stances and conditions any particular 
classroom situation. Courses study 
usually allow some marginal scope for such 
adjustments.

the consequent possibility for the 
proper functioning memorization, some 
well-founded reasons for the word-perfect 
answer will now given.

stated intervals. Thus, the 7459 pupils 
the schools, 42.8 per cent attended 
Mass from two seven times week (at- 
tendance Mass during the week was ob- 
ligatory only four schools), and 98.5 per 
cent attended Mass least Sundays 
and holydays. Almost half, 48.6 per cent, 
received Holy Communion weekly, 
oftener, and 95.5 per cent received least 
monthly. 1305 former pupils six 
the schools, 95.5 per cent attended Mass 
least weekly, and 30.6 per cent ap- 
proached the altar rail weekly oftener, 
and 83.2 per cent went Holy Commun- 


ion least monthly. While the practices 


pupils and former pupils perform- 
ing these two important acts worship 
could improved, the condition 
healthy one. The religious instruction that 
pupils have received does carry over into 
practice activities that are precept. 


They Not Read Religious 
Books

Among the various 
groups pupils and former students the 
corresponding percentages were: freshmen, 
0.7; sophomores, 1.0; juniors, 2.3; seniors, 
3.0; discontinued pupils, 1.7; graduates 
who did not enter college, 4.1 (almost two 
thirds did not mention any book they had 
read and graduates who entered 
college, 2.4. While the school has some in- 
fluence encouraging pupils read books 
religious nature, such influence slight. 
About per cent the books read 
pupils school and per cent those 
read former pupils were fiction. Pupils 
school read largely for entertainment 
and thus they did not turn great num- 
bers religious books. 


Magazines Fair But Not 
Catholic 


The condition with regard the reli- 
gious magazines which pupils and former 
students reported they ‘usually 
much the same the case religious 
books. the 10,929 titles magazines 
mentioned pupils school, 350, 3.2 
per cent, were religious publications. 
Former pupils mentioned 2408 titles 
magazines and 85, 3.5 per cent, were 
religious periodicals. The magazine read- 
ing pupils school confined largely 
weekly miscellanies, monthly miscel- 
lanies, the digests, and juvenile magazines 
periodicals some merit, but more en- 
tertaining than educational. The pulp 
magazines comprise less than per cent 
those reported pupils school. 

The writer did not, attempt find 
whether not boys Catholic high 
schools read Catholic newspapers. Prob- 
ably the extent their reading Catholic 
papers would not any greater than 
the case religious periodicals. The fact 
that sports news, comic strips, and the 
front page comprise almost per cent 
the preferred parts newspapers among 
Catholic high school boys indicates that 


such reading newspapers they 
largely from the dailies and large 
extent for purposes entertainment. 


They Read for Entertainment 


attempt. was made ascertain the 
reasons that boys Catholic high schools 
not read more books and magazines 
religious nature, but one might ask what 
are some the reasons for the neglect 
Catholic books and magazines. The data 
presented indicate that pupils read mostly 
for entertainment. certain amount 
such reading laudable leisure-time ac- 
tivity, but also some free-time reading 
should for purposes acquiring knowl- 
edge and understanding. The problem 
not one, therefore, making Catholic 
books and periodicals more entertaining 
(although that would not detract from 
many them) but aiding pupils im- 
prove their taste and appreciation 
reading. 


Can School Improve Taste 
Reading? 

might argued whether apprecia- 
tion sense value can taught, 
whether must acquired through one’s 
own effort. any case, the home, the 
school, and the teacher can aid the pupil 
acquiring appreciation for Catholic 
literature. The results extensive testing 
projects, such those which the effec- 
tiveness “progressive” traditional 
schools compared, seem indicate that 
the improvement pupils certain char- 
acteristics, attitudes, and abilities depends 
great extent the amount em- 
phasis teachers give pupils’ acquisition 
the desired outcomes. Improvement 
the quality reading can brought 
about the same way. Probably the most 
effective methods the teacher can employ 
promoting appreciation for Catholic 
literature boys and girls are (1) the 
force example: pupils must realize that 
the teacher reads Catholic literature and 
has genuine regard for it; (2) con- 
stantly calling pupils’ attention mak- 
ing them aware Catholic books and 
magazines and their contents sugges- 
tion, referring them class, quot- 
ing from them illustrate clarify 
points, book and magazine displays 
the school library, engaging the ac- 
tivities connected with Catholic Book 
Week and the Catholic Press Month, etc.

Are Social Tyrants? 


Isn’t the school social body? Aren’t 
the students members society with 
the teacher the ruler and themselves 
the ruled? And doesn’t school, like any 
society, exist for the common good those 
who make up? And doesn’t the general 
welfare the group include also the par- 
ticular welfare the individuals the 
backward girl, for instance, the tantaliz- 
ing boy? Further, are there not activities 
pursued; directions given; in- 
dividual and group happiness 
effected; harmony preserved; virtue 
practiced; the common good 
advanced; and peace cherished? Well 
then, are not all these the work the 
teacher? She the classroom ruler, and 
these are duties common all rulers. 

Well then, ought not the laws the 
classroom what God’s laws are, namely, 
friendly and certain directions the goal 
happiness and personal development? 
Are not all the members the class, re- 
gardless physical mental social in- 
equalities, equal least possession 
certain fundamental rights which create 
duties the part the teacher and other 
students? not the task the social 
body the school, under the leadership

Why can she not give her students the op- 
portunity see firsthand good social 
order work and live under its regime 
even though the small scale 
school life? 


You Ought 


How can the teacher this? First, 
founding her class, (or his class) upon true 
liberty not that which says “Do you 
please” “Do you must” but that 
which says “Do you ought.” Next, 
being herself the example perfect 
ruler, imitating the rule God over His 
creation, seeking the good all, the good 
each, and attending with special inter- 
est the needs the weak. Finally, 
constant enthusiasm for and steady stim- 
ulation positive virtue, both natural and 
supernatural. 

Let look this more closely from the 
point view the teacher. How does the 
teacher, practice, interpret liberty her 
class? she (or he) tyrannical, harsh, 
domineering, rigid? Does she multiply 
regulations through arbitrary will rather 
than through right reason? she must 
teacher whose students things only be- 
cause her will the law the classroom? 
Does she herd her pupils into kind 


collectivity wherein freedom only the 
teacher’s freedom she pleases, 
while the students’ freedom the freedom 
they must? Are the children 
divested personal rights which are 
necessary the development the sense 


personal responsibility? Does the teach- 


develop rather than suppress the liber- 
ties her class, knowing that they must 
have responsibilities they are live 
responsible persons? 


Does the teacher provide daily opportu- 
nities for her students exercise their 
freedom, that they will know how 
evaluate and will the good things 
life? Does she encourage real leadership 
does she squelch the initiative, the budding 
capacities the natural leaders? Does she 
explain the how and the why the fact 


that “we can’t all captain; there must 
crew”? Does she try develop good 
“followers” through the development 
powers discrimination whereby poten- 
tial leaders and possible causes will sub- 
jected fair scrutiny before allegiance 


pledged them? 

Does the teacher antagonize certain ele- 
ments her class that there grows 
quietly but surely antisocial anti- 
teacher group her midst, engendering 
dissatisfaction and weakening authority? 


Duties Student Citizens 


Now look upon the teacher the 
ruler, see prominent among her duties

Even 
rightly blamed, does throwing him out 
solve the social difficulty? the moral 
one? does not rather create 
new problems? For the dullard, his mis- 
conduct defense reaction; misbe- 
have the one thing can do, and 
misbehaves. not clearly the duty 
the teacher meet his scholastic poverty 
and teach him something socially per- 
sonally profitable which can do, even 
the preprimer? Must not the teacher strive 
retain him rather than expel him? 
win him rather than repel him? the 
greater social order outside the school tries 
salvage derelicts, ought she not fore- 
see the possibilities and forestall the dere- 
liction? Would not greater patience 
greater toleration, mixed with goodly 
share sympathetic understanding, save 
child this kind from the juvenile 
court corrective institution? And would 
not this practical interpretation her 
class, her school, her civic community, 
the world, the blessings social life 
perfecting man; the benefits au- 
thority protecting his rights; the role 
the school evaluating these rights? 

Cannot the teacher create class spirit 
such good citizenship that everyone 
knows that certain things are entirely out 
order and ought not done? Can 
she not impress the necessity respecting 
the rights fellow students, rights which 
are sacred and lawful per- 
sonal rights cherished the offending 
party? 


Virtues Lawmakers 


Cannot the teacher give clear explana- 
tion the purpose the school, her 
class, any society and the need au- 
thority therein the social body 
achieve its end? And might she not explain 
the principle that laws which exceed the 
authority the one who makes them are 
unjust laws and really, according Saint 
Thomas, not laws all but acts vio- 


lence? Then, support this, should 


not careful legislating for the class, 
not exceed her authority never 
trespass the rights other teachers, 
the principal, the pastor, the home, civic 
authority? Should she not explain honestly 
that just laws cannot made for the per- 
sonal gain the ruler the detriment 
the common good and then should she not 
vigorously refuse accept gifts favors 
any kind that might intended in- 
terpreted bribe? 

Does the teacher impress 
pupils word and example that authority 
sacred trust; that shares God’s 
Providence over the world; that His 
instrument for the perfection the race; 
that matter intelligent direction 
advancement? Then, her use author- 
ity, does she act though conscious that 
she the instrument God’s will re- 
gard her subjects, and does she 
scrupulously refrain from harshness, par- 
tiality, injustice, sarcasm, ridicule, name 
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calling? Would her pupils think that teach- 
er’s way handling her class reminds 
them God’s way handling the uni- 
verse, with fatherly regard which reaches 
lesser things weil greater? 
Would that dull child who “just can’t read 
thing” led think God’s care 
the lilies the field and the sparrows 
the air when she hears Group and double 
and triple lauded for their accom- 
plished reading while she told, coldly: 
“Go sit down. You couldn’t read anything 
you tried!” haven’t time for you 
now; some other day, Does one 
expect find the instrument loving 
Father intolerant the weaknesses in- 
capacities children, rigid exacting 
things unequal their abilities? 

Does the teacher exemplify the follow- 
ing characteristics good ruler: zeal, 
goodness, patience, kindliness, enthusiasm, 
honesty, impartiality, sympathy, courage, 
understanding, humility, mildness, right- 
eousness all its forms, knowing that 
youth impressionable wax and 
sensitive balance? 


Social Justice the Classroom 


the teacher providing experimental 
knowledge good government when she 
fails meet the social and environmental 
deficiencies her charges? she eager 
discover and willing meet the needs 
the underprivileged child who comes from 
poverty-stricken home, broken home, 
immoral home? And does she honestly 
and consistently treat the child kindly 
way, helping him find the society 
the school the vindication God’s real 
purpose creating social living which 
home conditions have, most likely, wholly 
distorted? Would not such kindly atten- 
tion solace the unfortunate child 
and create him more desirable attitude 
toward authority, the school, the social 
order large, the Church, religion, God? 

Does the ruler the classroom meet the 
deficiencies the intellectually retarded 
children well the socially handi- 
capped, bearing mind that there can 
leveling society; that inequalities 
all kinds exist the very nature 
things; that part her duty have 
tenderest regard for any and all who are 
underprivileged that she may lift them out 
their unfortunate condition? Does the 
teacher habitually act thus, does she 
let fourteen-year-old Eddie “just sit” 
the third-grade room, idle and neglected, 
while she dances attendance upon the rest 
the class? Does the teacher ever stop 
wonder discover what the mind 
that neglected boy during the long 
hours idle sitting: idle because his pres- 
ent social order, the school, manifests 
regard for interest his weaknesses 
and his needs? Will this boy stimulated 
with enthusiasm for social living? Will 
feel kindly toward authority and its pur- 
pose? Will prompt obey its 
regulations? Will appreciate group striv- 
ings for the common good when, his 
school life, was always left “out the 
cold” apart from class activity? Will 


not moved generate imbibe, 
consciously unconsciously, the 
you please freedom? will not, per- 
haps, danger falling prey the 
advocates the you must freedom, 
when, matter fact, not the sole 
reason our existence Catholic teach- 
ers foster the you ought freedom 
word, example, and opportunity all 
our students? exist for the promo- 
tion the well-being the per cent 
our class? even the per cent? for 
that matter, the 99?

which alone true freedom and which 
alone produces the loyal citizen, the vir- 
tuous man. Then every soul purchased 
the Precious Blood God would attain 
his divinely ordained destiny: eternal citi- 
zenship the Kingdom Heaven. 

For children experience peace and 
harmony school under the direction 
the teacher, where respect for the rights 
others flourishes; where consideration and 
common striving are the watchwords;

The Apostolic Delegate the United States, Most Rev. 
Amleto Giovanni Cicognani, made interesting speech 
the 375th anniversary the establishment the first Catholic 
parish the North American continent. 

makes the interesting point that the development 
the Church, the diocese preceded the parish. Bishops were 
established cities and priests were, the Church developed, 
sent out take over definite area the country. The first 
parishes were, therefore, the country. The reason for their 
organization was the same for the organization the 
diocese: “to intensify and deepen the spiritual life the 
faithful.” course that remains this day the ‘purpose 
the parish. 

think too often the parish merely territory 
building. not think its purpose: “whose moral and 
religious significance transcends its own limits and constitutes 
itself institution prime importance.” What this 
purpose? “the normal point contact between Christ 
and the faithful.” That its great, its supernatural purpose. 

That the great point about the parish, the normal point 
contact between Christ and the faithful. was natural, 
therefore, the Apostolic Delegate pointed out, that the 
Council Trent made “parish life the center that magnif- 
icent reordering discipline among the clergy and faithful 
which was undertaken the year before the St. Augustine parish 
was established 1565.” The place the parish the organ- 
ization the Church thus stated: Parish life the ordinary 
means indicated ecclesiastical authority for entrance into 
the Kingdom God Earth, the Church. 

The vitality the parish life closely related the vital- 
ity the Church and the vitality the supernatural life 
among the people. Education, including higher education, must

The Commission American Citizenship which was organ- 
ized response appeal Pope Pius has issued its 
first report. This report largely report plan and program 
rather than achievement, and consequently this editorial 
will descriptive rather than evaluative. The Pope his 
letter the American Catholic Bishops dated September 21, 
1938, invited the American hierarchy evolve constructive 
program social action fitted its details local needs 
which will command the admiration and acceptance all 
right-thinking men.” The follow-up this plea thus sum- 
marized the annual report: 

“Interpreting and amplifying the Papal plea, the American 
Bishops, pastoral letter, proclaimed vigorous terms 
crusade instruction the fundamental nature democracy, 
crusade which would ‘reaffirm the Church’s traditional posi- 
tion unswerving allegiance our free American institu- 
tions,’ crusade education for Americans support those 
ideals expressed the founding fathers the Declaration 
Independence and the Constitution the United States. 
Furthermore, the Bishops echoed the hope that this crusade 
might serve rallying point for all right-thinking Amer- 
icans, irrespective race creed, who wish preserve our 
American political heritage. their annual meeting No- 
vember, 1938, the Bishops accepted the Catholic University 
sponsor this crusade for better citizenship. Thus commis- 
sioned the hierarchy, the University organized the Commis- 
sion American Citizenship under the presidency the 
rector the University.” 

There comprehensive, perhaps little ponderous, organ- 
ization set effect the purposes the commission. The 
rector the Catholic University, Bishop Joseph Corrigan, 
president, and the membership consists more than hundred 
members largely Catholic, but representative various reli- 
gions, social, economic, and racial groups which make our 
American commonwealth. This commission largely decora- 
tive. executive committee consists Monsignor Francis 
Haas, Father George Johnson, and Dr. Robert Connery, 
who the executive director the enterprise; advisory 
committee members, none them from Catholic institu- 
tions; none them responsible for the final decisions the 
director the staff the organization. Cooperating commit- 
tees are set with diocesan superintendents schools, and 
liaison officers are appointed with the religious communities. 
director, Dr. Connery, editorial consultant, Miss Mary 
Synon, and fifteen additional full- part-time staff members 
carry the day-to-day work. This large staff and funds 
$50,000 year for three years are needed finance the 
work. 

The projects the committee are now working plan- 
ning include the following: statement the underlying 
philosophical principles being drafted Reverend Doctors 
George Johnson and Robert Slavin, model curriculum in- 
tegrating the teaching religion and civic living, series 


basic reading texts, for which three Sisters have been 


their communities write, and for which contract was 
about signed with high-minded publisher, the organiza- 
tion eighth-grade civic clubs, series biographies showing 
the contributions citizenship notable Catholics, supple- 
mentary high school reader, national student leader con- 
ference, material for study clubs, and college student outlines. 
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While the readers are process and the rest the program, 
the commission using the Catholic Messenger series send 
out current material the schools primary, intermediate, 
and higher grade. This indeed comprehensive program. The 
only danger that country large ours, the cen- 
tralizing such work any one place likely discourage 
local effort, which the ultimate condition progressive im- 
provement educational material. 

This the plan the Commission American Citizenship 
with which all ought familiar. ought watch its 
development with sympathetic interest and necessary with 
constructive criticism. “Constructive criticism” what the 
staff will want, not merely flattering approval. But specially 
good work should receive generous praise. 

Tue will want every way 
cooperate the achievement the objectives for which the 
hierarchy set this commission. When the “statement 
principles” available shall gladly print and comment 
it. shall pleased publish letters the subject 
citizenship training, contributions the field. shall, 
from time time, review the literature civic education for 
the purpose showing what being taught and what being 
proposed outside the Church these United States. 
both the Papal statement and the statement the hierarchy 
there the hope that the program “will command the admira- 
tion and acceptance all right-thinking men.” 


The Mind the Church 


Pupils times are inclined express impatience with the 
Church because her unwillingness approve new principles 
programs which have the full support the general public 
vociferous influential groups. Quite frequently they claim 
that the Church loses golden opportunities for service because 
her evident devotion the policy watching and waiting. 
know very well that the proposal winning acclaim today 
may the nightmare tomorrow. Recently have had 
some striking examples the wisdom the policy the 
Church. She has been justified her attitude that time and 
circumstance are testing factors which enable her evaluate 
principles and practices. Conditions Mexico, Russia, and 
Spain made impossible for her in.our own generation 
care for the spiritual needs her charges. For years she had 
pointed out the menace forces which would deny her chil- 
dren their spiritual birthright. world the brink war 
turned deaf ear her pleas. The very groups which made 
little her warnings are last willing admit that she has 
large role play any peace program. Note the wide- 
spread and highly favorable reaction press and radio 
the Holy Father’s recent peace message. 

are more than ever impressed with the holy newness 
the teachings the Church when reflect the conditions 
preceding and following recent debacles. Like wise mother, 
she has long memory where the interests her children 
are concerned. She has seen civilizations rise, flourish, and 
decline. satisfying find her vindicated once more 
the bar world opinion. How much are doing inculcate 
our students the deep faith that will enable them see 
that the Church speaks with the wisdom the ages when 
she raises her voice behalf the exploited, the weary and 
the oppressed? they look the Church the light the 
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world dark age? they display implicit confidence 
her pronouncements all matters affecting their social and 
economic welfare? they think with the Church terms 
ultimate rather than immediate objectives? should not

teacher asks how that her class makes excellent 
grades their weekly and monthly tests, but that they cannot 
answer the principal’s questions when she comes occasionally,

The 
C.S.M.C. study clubs were thus organized 
and the close the scholastic year, 
seniors had finished the three-project 
study course and were awarded leadership 
certificates and paladin jewels Crusade 
Castle, Cincinnati. Since the first organ- 
ization, the study clubs have been impor- 
tant features among the many student 
activities St. Xavier. 


Teachers Study Leadership

During the week previous session, 
members who were participate the 
program devoted considerable time 
study and research the many sources 
information which were their dis- 
posal. While conforming parliamentary 
law conducting the meetings, the discus- 
sions were always extemporaneous and 
informal. Personality and personal opinions 
were often predominant the discussions 
and frequently bit chaff added wit 
and humor otherwise rather intensive 
discussion much-studied subject.

The selection books reviewed will depend 
upon the maturity the class. Willa Cather’s 
Shadows the Rock could follow the study 
Helen White’s works. The comparison 
the writings these two authors could 
the main theme the next discussion. Owen 
Francis Dudley’s books lend 
this method especially for the younger stu- 
dents. Novels authors long ago such 
Canon Sheehan’s Triumph Failure and Luke 
Delmege may introduced. Modern biogra- 
phies make ideal introduction Catholic 
literature. Farrow’s Damien the Leper capti- 
vates class, does Katherine Burton’s. 
clever works Mother Seton and Rose 
Hawthorne not omit Feeney’s Amer- 
ican Woman. Founders and foundresses 
religious communities and men like More and 
Fisher, about whom much has been written, 
may reviewed this same method. 

Other than novels and biographies find 
place also.

TEETH

questionable proof that decayed teeth are the 
result the predominance refined sugar 
and starch our diet.

Waugh, professor dentistry Columbia 
University and dental consultant for the 
Indian Service the United States Depart- 
ment the Interior, told his research 
among the Eskimos Alaska.

How Make Costumes for Winged Creatures and Other Performers 
Epsy Colling 


The ideal arrangement, according ex- 
perts, have everybody wear sneakers 
prevent backstage noises and avoid head- 
aches resulting from the dress rehearsal 
not having any dress rehearsal. 

Rubber-soled shoes make footsteps sound- 
less that unnecessary disturbances behind 
the scenes can heard and hushed. Angels 
sneakers may little strange first, 
but the best stage angels always wear them. 
The audience firmly believes that they are 
silver sandals. The magic lies snipping old 
footgear imitate the proper heavenly style 
and covering with aluminum paint. takes 
about pint the stuff produce flock 
school-age angels. 

hearsals, all you have make 
possible for children don their own regalia 
and let them practice 
times, working things gradually instead 
having everything come once. children 
learn dress themselves, they can looking 
after themselves while not the stage. In- 
stead squirming with boredom and slipping 
out get unnecessary drinks water, the 
performers not the stage practicing pieces 
can practice getting ready for their acts. 

You must, naturally, make costumes that are 
sturdy well beautiful and sure that 
each child has square yard backstage 
floor all himself, with easy access the 
communal clothesline, certain section 
which hangs his possessions. Nothing 
ever left the floor.

There nothing 
disrupting the equanimity angel 
band have angel the front line 
lose his halo. The bright golden rings may 
used also for bracelets, belts, and royal 
diadems. The latter, course, have 
trimmed with dress clips and other such 
bijouterie imitate jewels. Halos, however, 
are chastely unadorned. 

the very first practice, every angel 
learns how put his halo; when 
through, learns remove and slip 
the cardboard holder which fastened 
the backstage clothesline with snapper 
clothespin.

SIGNALING SYSTEMS FOR SCHOOL 
BUILDINGS 


Fire-alarm systems are usually the type 
known “local system” inasmuch the alarm 
sounded locally the school building.

With properly installed wires and equipment 
and system rigid and periodic inspection, 
there particular reason why signaling 
system should not function perfectly and last for 
the life the building.

The ideal position the foot walking 
pointed straight ahead with the toes pointed 
slightly toward the mid-line.”
